Campbell Permanent Chairman, he may go 
further ana decide that the Governor ought to 
be supported for President on the first ballot. 
If he does, there will be a loss of at least 
twenty votes which have been counted on as 
safe for Cleveland. 

In the South itself the opposition to Cleve- 
land is becoming violent and aggressive. 
While the Hill and Tammany leaders from 
New York are seeking to cultivate Western 
sentiment, they are looking to votes from the 
South. It looks as though Editor Watterson 
would win every point in his Kentucky fight. 
He has things in shape now where the del- 
gation will probably have to support Carlisle 
on the first ballot. 

Carlisle Against Cleveland. 

Senator Carlisle himself has been persuaded 
to come out in an interview against Cleveland. 
The interview is not near so strong as Car- 
lisle’s talk in private. He tells everybody 
who goes to him his sincere belief that Cleve- 
land cannot carry New York, and that to 
nominate him would be to invite defeat. As 
the Kentucky Senator is very conservative in 
all his utterances, this sort of talk is having 
weight. Some of the Southern delegates who 
have been wavering will undoubtedly be won 
over by it. Carlisle does not ask w for him- 
self, because his own candidacy is merely a 
half-way station to Col. W. R. Morrison. Yet 
if any delegates want to vote for him, Carlisle 
is not going to object. 

Carlisle is open in his opposition to Cleve- 
land, while Gorman is on the surface inactive. 
Gorman, however, is still a candidate. Yes- 
terday, when he and his Maryland followers 
got in, they breathed the local Cleveland 
atmosphere, and were very quiet in their 
statements, They did not announce his can- 
didacy, but merely stated that they hoped the 
opportunity would come to support him. 
Privately, the statement was made for Gorman 
himself, that while he would not antagonize 
Cleveland, the friends of the latter would be 
given to understand that he was a free agent 
and bulldozing would not be tolerated. This 
meant that Gorman was willing to have his 
Marylanders vote for Cleveland on‘ the first 
ballot or two, but if the ex-President did not 
show up a two-thirds majority early in the 
balloting Gorman’s supporters would put him 
forward as a compromise candidate. None of 
them was wild enough to think that it would be 
politic to start in and nominate him. But in- 
directly every encouragement possible will be 
given to movements which would keep votes 
away trom Cleveland. 

In the Hands of Their Friends. 

If the Georgians think they can unite on 
Gorman nothing will be done to keep them 
from voting for him. The same is true of 
Virginia and North Carolina. In all these 
delegations the Cleveland men think they are 
in the majority, though it is a narrow one. As 
against Hill, they are probably right, but with 
Gorman they are likely to be mistaken. The 
Maryland Senator is in, the hands of his 
friends, and they are discreet friends, because 
they do what he tells them to do. Ex- Senator 
Henry G. Davis has brought in a majority of 
the West Virginia delegation, waiting a chance 
to go to Gorman, and they will jump at the 
first opportunity. But they will not do any- 
thmg which would put Gorman on the plane 
with Hill and Boies as rivals of Cleveland.

that purpose and tell them that Cleveland can-

The Hill people are getting ready to make a 
strong and determined fight.

He is 
with Tammany today. Daniel Manning and 
Mr. Apgar, who were the managers of Mr.

W. A. Poucher of Oswego, N. I., who was 
for twelve years a member of the New York 
State Democratic committee, was among the 
supporters of Mr. Cleveland’s candidacy to 
arrive in the city yesterday.

Louis for that purpose in 1888, but the senti- 
ment was so overwhelmingly for Mr. Cleve- 
land that they did not dare to oppose him. In 
1888 the liquor interests of New York were 
jeopardized by a plank in the Republican 
platform, and, through a combination to pre- 
vent the Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor from bemg elected, President 
Harrison of National Republican 
ticket was elected, and Gov, Hill on 
the Democratic ticket in New York. 
In that same year the Republican members 
of Congress from New York had an aggre- 
gate plurality of 26,849 over the Democratic 
candidates. Harrison got 13,002 plurahty 
over Grover Cleveland. The aggregate plu- 
tality for Republican assemblymen over the 
Democrats was 16,788. Harrison's 1 
over Miller, the Republican candidate for 
Governor, was 17,466, while Hill's plurality 
over Mr. Cleveland was 14,697. Cleveland’s 
— over the Republican members of the 
Assembly was 13,100; over the Democratic as- 
semblymen it was 29,790, and Mr. Cleveland’s 
ae over Mr. Miller, Republican candi- 

ate for Governor, was 4,764. The difference 
between the vote cast for Mr. Hill and that for 
President Harrison varied only 1,605. 

“ All this was:brought about by the liquor, 
maltster, and brewers’ interests.

Col. R. G. Monroe, Secretary of the Cleve- 
land organization in New York, arrived at the 
Grand Pacific yesterday, and opened up the 
Cleveland headquarters for the anti-snap con- 
vention people. In answer to the question as 
to the position of the Cleveland delegation 
coming from New York, Mr. Monroe said: 


“The position of our delegation appointed 


at the Syracuse convention is just what it was 
planned to be when the call was made for 
that convention last winter. When the old State 
committee refused to heed the protest, and 
went ahead with their snap convention in 
Albany, Feb. 22, we felt that that convention 
completely failed to represent the 2 ma- 
jority of the Democrats of New York, and 
that the Democracy of the State should be

“Why doesn’t the snap convention repre-

Eaward Murphy, the Chairman of the 
Democratic State Central committee of New 
York, and of the New York delegation as well, 
did not, when he arrived in Chicago Thursday, 
intend to give extended opinion as to matters 
political. He was not in town many hours, 
however, until he found that the Cleveland 
people had commenced their missionary work 
two or three weeks ago. He found out, more- 
over, that local sentiment in Cleveland’s in- 
terest was being rapidly manufactured, and 
that a literary bureau, typewriters and all, had 
been set up ‘ht the Grand Pacific. Correspond- 
ents came to him and showed him nicely type- 
written interviews from prominent men from 
all parts of the United States, in which bold 
declaration. was made that the prophet of 
William street was the only man who could 
save the day and carry the country for 
Democracy. So Mr. Edward Murphy, Mr. 
Croker, Mr. William F. Sheehan, and Mr. 
Clark had a little quiet talk among them- 
selves. They that something must be 
done to offset the Cleveland demonstration, 
and without more ado Mr. Murphy set to work 
with a stenographer and prepared an extended 
interview, which was given out through the 
medium of the Associated Press. Mr. Mur- 
phy did the talking for the party. Mr. Croker 
said nothing. 

Yesterday morning the gentlemen were up 
bright and early. Mr. Murphy and Mr. 
Clark so soon as they had finished their break- 
fast started out in the city to look up some 
driving-horses. Both gentlemen are very 
fond of horses, no matter whether they run 
or trot. They had the addresses of a number 
of dealers in fine horses in Chicago, and they 
visited these places in hopes of finding what 
they wanted. The stocks on hand scarcely 
came up to their expectations, and by 12 
o’clock they were back to the hotel, with Mr.

Hin Men Get to Work. >. 

Gov. Hill’s friends showed thein-te eth yes- 
terday for the first time since this little fight 
opened, The rooms of the New York delega- 
tion at the Auditorium were filled with vis- 
itors, and 2,000 or 3,000 large portraits of 
Senator Hill were ready for distribution 
among the hotels. John Trainor of New 
York was put in charge of these pictures, and 
to him was deputized the task of distributing 
them in public places, He took a carriage- 
load of them over to the Palmer House, and 
a great many went to the Pacific, the Tre- 
mont, and the Sherman. Mr. Croker was 
joined by a number of very prominent New- 
Yorkers, all of whom were Hill men, and at 
the same time either officers of State elected on 
the Democrati¢ ticket or appointees of Gov. 
Flower. 

Among the more prominent were Frank 
Campbell, the Controiler of the State of New 
York; Elliott Danforth, State Treasurer; 
Frank Rice, Secretary of State; Austin Lath- 
rop, Superintendent of State Prisons; Charles 
F. Peck, Superintendent of the Bureau of La- 
bor Statisties; Samuel Beardsley, Railroad 
Commissioner; John B. McMahon, Assistant 
Attorney-General; Charles R. Durston, the 
Warden of the Auburn Prison; and Bill“ 
Brown, Superintendent of the Sing Sing 
Prison; Alexander ©. Eustace, President of 
the State Civil+Service committee; and J. C. 
Lulley, Secretary of the Aqueduct Cotnmis- 
sion. Every one of these gentiemen was for 
Hill, every one was against Cleveland, and ev- 
ery one of them felt kindly toward Roswell P. 
Flower. | 
, “Boss” MaLaughliin’s Representative. 
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noteworthy of the lot was Patrick H. 
McCarren of Fifth District. This gentie- 
man represents Boss” McLaughlin of 
Brooklyn, who will not attend the convention. 
Mr. McLaugblin is 67 years old now, and has 
been prominent in politics for over forty 
years. He does not like the noise and bustle 
of large conventions, and stays away from 
them as much as possible. Mr. McLaughlin 
acquired the name ok Boss when he was 
the foreman of a gang of laborers in the 
Brooklyn Navy-Yard, a position which was 
given him under President Pierce’s Adminis- 
tration. He has the appearance of being in 
rfect health, his face is quite ruddy, and his 
re as erect as that of a man of 45. He has 
missed two or three National conventions late- 
ly, preferring to remain at his home in Brook- 
lyn. Mr. McCarren will represent him. and 
about noontime yesterday came over to the 
Auditorium to see Mr. Croker, where the two 

gentlemen had a long private consultation. 

All through the afternoon the silent man, 
Mr. Croker, moved about the rooms set apart 
tor the accommodation of the New York ie. 
gation, having little if anything to say to any 
one around him. His actions and conduct 
are suggestive of those of Gen, Grant during 
his administration. He walks as Grant did, 
with his hands behind him, apparently obiivi- 
ous of his surroundings, but at the same time 
thoroughly alive and sensitive to what was 
going on. 

Cleveland Cannot Carry New York. 

Occasionally Mr. Croker would stop in one 
of his trips across the floop and, turning to 
Mr. Murphy, make use of expressions like the 
following: “So they have a literary annex 
to the Cleveland crowd, have they? Well, that 
is a good thing. It is an easy way to fill up 
the newspapers, and I suppose it’s all right. 
Interviews are one thing, but votes in the 
convention are something else. 

We cannot carry New York with Cleve. 
land. We cannot do it. You cannot bring 
the mugwumps and the Democrats together. 
Ours is the Democratic party. and it will not 
affiliate with the mugwumps, because we have 
always had to fight them. We can carry the 
State with Hill; we cannot carry it with 
Cleveland. What would be the sense of this 
convention nominating aman whose prefer- 
ment is not desired by the State from whence 
he hailed ?’’ 

Mr. Murphy and Mr. Croker had quite a 
number of little quiet talks together during 
the afternoon, but what they were talking 
about nobody knew beside themselves. 
Presently John Trainor returned from the 
Palmer House, and brought the information 
that the Hill pictures and placards bearing the 
address of the New York delegation had been 
torn down from the pillars in the rotunda of 
the hotel. Mr. Murphy heard this story and 
said: They're doing pretty well, ain't they?

Mr. Croker as usual had but little talk to 
make, and the little he did say was simply in 
the lines indicated by him to Tun Trieunz 
cor ondent on the train the other morning, 
when be saul New York is for Hill.“ The 
Hill people are getting ready to fight. This 
was plain to see, and all of the Tammany 
folks, and all of Gov. Flower’s appointees in 
and around the Auditorium, took up the re- 
frain of the remark made by Mr. Croker, that 
New York could not be carried with Cleve- 
land.”

Mr. Clark and Mr. Murphy quite agreed 
with Mr. Croker as to the magnificence of the 
city. They had naught but ecmpliments for 


Chicago and its citizens. They were intend- 


ing to get out to the West Side race-track to- 
morrow to see the Derby run. Gov. Sheehan 

who heard them maturing their plans, called. 
a halt by saying to Mr. Clark: Why. I ex- 
pected you to remain here tomorrow in charge 
of these heaquarters.

After the little party had 
bowed itself out, the silent man sat for five 
or ten minutes without uttering a word. Then

MURPHY IS TRXACHEROUS., 


He Is Suspected of Not Being Loyal to the 
Interests of His Party.

It seems to be thie desire i Murphy 
to give the impression that the leaders of the 
Syracuse convention have been in the habit of 
opposing the Democratic State ticket in New 
Vork,“ continved Mr. Whitney, especially 
the ticket of 1891. In reference to this I will 
say Mr. Murphy knows very well the fact to 
be the reverse. 1 know this from personal 
knowledge.

Court today handed down a decision sustain- 


unanimous, The court is divided politicaily 


three Republican and two Democratic, All 


of the points raised against the law are treated 
at length and practically overruled. The suit 
was brought by an application for mandamus 
by the Presidential Electors nominated upon 
the Republican ticket to compel the Secretary 
of State to issue notices of election under the 
old law providing for their election on the 
general State ticket. The mandamus is 
therefore denied, : | 

It was alleged that the Miner law was un- 
constitutional and void; that it is in conflict 
with Art, 2, See. 1 of the Federal Constitution, 
in that it attempts to delegate authority to 
portions of the State fixed as districts by the 
Leyislature; whereas the section referred to, 
it was contended, conferred this authority 
upon the State-at-large in a corporate unit 
capacity, and though the Legislature may 
thus delegate the authority to districts, the law 
was fatally defective in violating Art. 4, 
Sec. 20 of the State Constitution, which pro- 
vides that no law shall embrace more than 
one object, which shall be expressed in its 
title, in that it provided for an election of al- 
ternate Electors when the title only relates to 
choosing Electors; that if the provision for 
election of alternates was valid it makes no 
3 for filling the office in case the 

lector dies or becomes disqualified before 
acting. N 

The court says in substance that the ques- 
tion of greatest importance is that relating to 
the true interpretation of Sec. 1, Art. 2 of the 
Federal Constitution. The section provides 
that each State shall appoint ite Presidential 
Electors in such manner as thé legislature 
may direct. It was coneeded on both sides 
that the word State means the body pol- 
it ie and corporate. Neither the distric: nor 
the unit system has before been 

uestioned since the adoption of the 

onstitution. So that there has been the 
practical construction which had continued 
down to this day, which establishes that un- 
der Sec. 1, Art. 2, States have the choice of 
methods, and may elect by districts or en 
masse. It continues: 

If under tho Constitution and after forty years 
a State had the right to choose Electors by dis- 
tricts it does not lie with any court to assert that 
that right has been lost to the State by nontser. 

It is also u that the actis in conflict with 
the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments. The 
amendments are held to have relation to condi- 
tions existing when adopted and that in effset 
they operate to repeal by implication so much of 
Art. 2, Sec, I. as to the manner of choosing Elect- 
ors. This view would, in our opinion, be a 
strained construction that would give to either of 
these amendments the eéffect to annul 
the power express delegated in the 
section and article referred to. It is ar 
that the fifteenth amendment was intended to 
preclude the State from making any discrimina- 
tion against citizens on account of color. No at- 
tempt is made to place limitation on the power of 
State, except where the right of suffrage is in- 
volved the pro this amendment 
shall not be discriminated against.

The Male School Hoard Contestants Win 
Their Case at Mount Vernon. 

Mount VERNJON, III., June 17.—[Special.]— 
The contested election case of Otto W. Wal- 
lace and Oscar Yost against Mrs; Martha E. 
Plummer and Mrs. Mary M. Moss came up in 
the Jefferson County Court yesterday. The 
decision was reached late in the night.

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SEARCHING FOR THE STORM VICTIMS. 


Bodies Badly Mangled by the Minnesota 
Cyclone. 

St. Pavut, Minn., June 17.—The reports 
from the cyclone which devastated the south- 
ern portions of this State Wednesday come in 
slowly, owing to the extent of the country 
covered and the terrible condition of the roads, 
rendering communication with the towns,not 
having telegraphic facilities almost impossi- 
ble. While fortunately the first reports as to 
loss of life prove to have been somewhat over- 
estimated, the death roll is not less than thirty 
and it may grow to fifty. 

The trail of the storm is marked by ruined 
houses, devastated farms, dead and mangled 
men, women, and children. The groves of 
trees surrounding farm houses were laid low— 
in many cases not a vestige remains of houses, 
barns, or stock; everything fell before the ter- 
rible tornado. Horses and cattle have been 
found many miles from where the tornado 
caught them in its grasp. 

At Wells, Minn., during the passage 
of the storm, which lasted about 
fifteen minutes, the air was full of rubbish 
of every description—scantling, boards, win- 
dow-sashes, chickens, ducks, and geese were 
whirled about in the grasp of the current 200 
feet above earth. The cloud rose and fell at 
intervals of a quarter of a mile, and dozens of 
houses were wrecked at every swoop. The

Curacao, W. I., June 17.— The news from 
Caracaa, Venezuela, about the overthrow of 
Palacio is confirmed. The verification has 
just been received.

According 
to one story he. went to La Guayra and 
went aboard a vessel which he kept in wait- 
ing for him. A later and more trustworthy 
account says that he has not yet left the coun. 
try. He would have done so, but members of 

his Cabinet would not permit him. They 
hold him responsible for the trouble they are 
in, and say that they will not allow him to 
run away and leave them to shoulder the 
blame. 

It was a hard matter to persuade the hot- 
headed Dictator that his power was at an end, 
and that the only hope left for his followers 
was to pretend compliance With the will of the 
people, substitute a provisional government 
for the dictatorship, and issue a call to Con- 
gress to meet and choose his successor as 
President of the republic. 

Palacio and his Ministers held many meet- 
ings before the latter could prevail upon him 
to follow their advice. He would never have 
given in to them had it not been for the 
report of disasters thick and fast that came 
in from the battle-field. Defeat after 
defeat weakened Palacio’s determination, and 
finally he announced that he would abide by 
his Cabinet’s decision.

FOR BLAST FURNACES IN ONTARIO. 


Capitalists Preparing to Build Large 
Plants— Want Government Aid. 

Toronto, Ont., June 17.—Capitalists have 
in hand a project for the erection of blast 
furnaces near here for smelting Ontario ore, 
and they are urging the Provincial Govern- 
ment to grant financial aid to carry out the 
scheme without delay. itis proposed to erect 
furnaces with a capacity of smelting 100 tu 
150 tons of pig-iron daily. Capitalists inform 
the government that experts from the United 
States who have examined the Ontario iron 

ore say it is of a superior quality, and point 
out the fact that it is remarkably low in its 
percentage of phosphorus, and will therefore 
yield high grades of iron and steel. 

Regarding fuel, the projectors of the scheme 
state that it can be laid down here cheaper 
than in Chicago. It is proposed to use coke. 
W. Hamilton Merritt, a Canadian mining ex- 
pert, states that the United States produces 
forty-five times as much pig-iron per capita as 
Canada, and as individual consumption is 
about the same in both countries, the showing 
was not very complimentary to the Dominion. 
Americans, he said, are obliged to import 
their best qualities from, Spain and Cuba, 
while in Ontario there are deposits quite up 
to the standard of either Spanish or Cuban 
ore. 

The government is asked to pay a bonus of 
$2 per ton for all ore mined and if is thought 
that, as this will help develop the iron mining 
industry of the country, the request will be 
granted. American capitalists own some im- 
portant iron ore districts in Ontario, 


THRASHED BY A SALOONKEEPER. 


The Rev. R. Neal, a Temperance Worker, 
Beaten by Lee Lioyd at Lapel. 

Lesanon, Ind., June 17.—[Special.}]—This 
evening the Rev. R. Neal, an Englishman and 
Deputy State Organizer of the Good Tem- 
plars, was beaten by an enraged whisky man 
whom he had worked against.

Death from Lightning Is the Short Verdict 
Rendered by the Jury.

DOCTORS TRANSFER THEIR LIBRARY. 


American Medical Association Books to 
Find an Abiding Place in Chicago. 

At its recent meeting in Detroit, the Ameri- 
can Medical Association voted to transfer its 
library to the medical department of the 
Newberry library, where it will be catalogued 
and made accessible to the medical profession. 
The Newberry collection of medical works is 
already a large one, and with this addition 
will be placed on equal footing with the larg- 
est libraries in the United States. 

The American Medical Association has been 
collecting books, periodicals, and pamphlets 
for the last twenty-five years, and they num- 
ber thousands of volumes. These have been 
accumulating in the Smithsonian Institution at 
Washington, where they have been stored in 
boxes. The books have never been indexed, 
and, as the association employs no active 
librarian, no one can estimate the number of 
books and their valuation. Dr. Poole, 
librarian of the Newberry Library, however, 
is of the opinion that the collection comprises 
many valuable books which will prove highiy 
interesting to the medical men of this city.

The Barnum & Bailey people are indignant 
over the action of the Council in aunulling the 
permit given them to show on the South Side. 
They say that when a great city like Chicago 
enters into an agreement it should not be iess 
scrupulous about its fulfillment than a private 
citizen. The city has $900 of the showmen’s 
money, and the latter have the city’s receipt 
and Official permit to conduct their 
exhibitions on the South Side for three days. 
Accepting the word of the city officiais as in 
good faith, Barnum & Bailey have made ex- 
tensive preparation for the coming of their 
show, amounting to several thousands of dol- 
dars, and feel that it is not only unjust to 
them, but thatit brings reflection upon the 
reputation of Chicago to have the local gov- 
ernment try to arbitrarily abrogate its agree- 
ment. The showmen feel particularly anxious 
for the matter to be amicably adjusted, and 
they are grieved to be stigmatized as 
“tramps and toughs, when they have en- 
deavored to operatea respectable exhibition, 
and when they have a credit and commercial 
standing second to none. The Alderman in- 
troducing the ordinance did not say it was 
Barnum & pond s show, and it was generally 
supposed to refer to some of the little fly-by- 
night ’’ circuses that infest the suburbs every 
summer. Petitions are being circulated ask- 
ing a reconsideration of the order.

TANT CONCESSIONS.

Their Demands Acceded to by the Iroquois 
Club aud the Chicago BRestaurant—The 
Maywood Hotel Also Hires Union Men— 
Strikers Elated Over Their suo 
Only slight Inconvenience Yet Caused 
by the Strike—Democrats to Be Post- 
ed” on the Non-Union Houses. | 

The striking waiters yesterday had the best 
of the fight by having won to their side the 
Iroquois club and the Chicago Restaurant, 
They went yesterday afternoon to 82 Lake 
street and marched 400 strong to the Great 
Nerthern Hotel. The manager notified them 
that he had replaced his white waiters by col- 
ored waiters and that further conference was 
unnecessary. ; 

They then called at the Iroquois club. A 
committee consisting of W. C. Pomeroy, Ed 
Parker, G. W. Barrett, Frank Smith, and H. 
B. Warwick consulted with Frank Hoyne, 


I’ chairman of the House committee of the 


club. Mr. Hoyne read their demands, then 
said: | 

„We want the best waiter service obtain- 
able. We will grant your demands. . We now 
want you to give us the best service right 
along through the World's Fair dedicatory 
services and the World’s Fair proper. We 
have always employed only union men. We 
are friends of organized labor. We will sign 
your demands. 

He signed the demands. When the com mit- 
tee reached thesidewalk they waved the signed 
paper and three cheers were given for the 
Iroquois club and three cheers for Frank 
Hoyne. 

hen they marched to the Chicago restau- 
raunt of McGarigle & Stewart, No. 167 Adams 
street. A short conference ensued. The pro- 
prietors signed the scale. The house was 
cheered and the procession marched back to 
headquarters at No. 82 Lake street. 

A. 2. Dungan, proprietor of the May wood 
Hotel in Maywood, dropped in and asked for a 
half-dozen union waiters. He was accommo- 
dated and cheers were given for the Maywood 
House. 

Not Sertously Affected. 

The houses where strikes are on seem to be 
running along in an uninterrupted way. The 
Boston Oyster House is running almost as 
well as usual. The Saratoga is but slightly 
erippled. Rector’s is almost in line, The 
Chicago is still badly worried, but is improv- 
ing in the service it is rendering. The Lake- 
side is running as usual, as none of its men 
have yet left. The Union League club, though 
threatened, has not yet been calfed on. r. 
Glennie, the manager, said yesterday: We 
will grant nothmg to the union. We have our 
own waiters. Let them call them out. If 
they go we will find a way to continue domg 
business at the old stand. 

Thomas W. Kennedy, who has at various 
times been head waiter in almost all the club 
houses ot the city, said: Wait until about 
Sunday, when the city is filled with the extra 
floating population. e will keep on strik- 
ing, a few houses daily. Some of the waiters 
from outside unions will be called out, and all 
the great feeding houses of the city will be 
called out. This strike is worth watching. It 
may yet tie up all the eating houses of the 
city.’ 

The committee of twenty-one ——— to 
call on the national and local Democratic 
committees yesterday and inform them as to 
what houses in Chicago were employing non- 
union waiters made an effort to see the com- 
mittees yesterday and failed.

He has never been known to give anything up 
until it was forced from him.

Senator Hill's Great Chance, 

Hill, by throwing the vote of New York 
State for Boies, could get eternal gratitude in 
the West and have a majestic influence over 
Boies’ administration; but it is probable that 
he does not know enough. If the testimony 
of the Minneapolis convention has no influ- 
ence upon these minor candidates they would 
not believe though the rocksand stones should 
rise up and speak to them. Mr. Horsey: of 
Maryland said to me four weeks ago: Did 
you ever see such fatuity? The Gorman men 
firmly believe that they can nominate him.“ 

Mr. Gorman, howeyer, said to me two 
months earlier than that: My Senatorial 
friends say to me: ‘It doesn’t do you a bit of 
harm to be talked about for the Presidency, 
and he laughed. 

Iam told that in Gorman’s delegation, 
though he made it up himself, are several 
men who covertly want Cleveland. The unit 
rule, however, works in the Democratic party 
now just as it did in the Republican party 
under Conkling. * 3. 

Robert Curtis of California said to me: “I 
suppose there are four or five anti-Cleveland 
men in the California delegation, but the unit 
rule will force them up to the scratch. So it 
is with Maryland. So with Pennsylvania, and 
in New York the unit rule not only compels 
the delegation to stand by Hill as long as he 
wants to stand or until he is beaten, but it 
allows a majority of the delegation to vote it 
for any other person than Mr. Cleveland. 

And who made this unit rule? Who but 
Mr. Cleveland himself, through Manning in 
the convention of 1884? Who does not remem- 
ber the struggle of the Tammany and some of 
the country delegates to be allowed to vote 
independently, and how with folded arms Mr. 
Mannimg set Fellows on to address the con- 
vention, which forthwith disciplined Tammany 
Hall, saying in effect: Le spalpeens, take 
your orders!“ 

Could Be a Warwick. 

And now Mr. Hill could be a Warwick if he 
would remember that Warwick never expcct- 
ed to be a King. He could cross over to the 
West and say, My young braves, who have 
so newly come into the Democratic party, we 
welcome enlistinents and converts. The same 
flag I have carried in New York, of ‘resistance 
to sumptuary laws, has made Gov. Boies my 
imitator in Iowa. By nominating him my 
platform will be triumphantly vindicated.” 

But there are other things than magnanim- 
‘ity and generalship in politics. Rich men 
want Presidential nominations. In New York, 
Chicago, aud some few other quarters of this 
country a man with $6,000,000 is as obscure as 
if he lived in acellar unless he has something 
else that the money can illustrate. The Presi- 
dency has been a matter endeavored to be sold 
for a good many years past, or since our ma- 
terial prosperity, transportation, com munica- 
tions, sacrifice of raw material, etc., have nade 
the first million irresistible to make millions 
more. In 1880-’84 the rich men before the 
convention required the tingers of both hands 
to-count them. We had Paine, Jewett, En- 

glish, Flower, Tilden, Scott, ete. If one can- 
not go and confer the Presidency upon a plain 
Westerner he can get some credit at bome by 
sustaining somebody there whose bumble-bee 
is louder than a fog-horn. Politicians are 
learning that there is a great thing called 
fame aud public infiuence which is worth all 
the millions of all the rich candidates put to- 
gether; that it is not made by dexterity nor by 
a single victory, but is the growth of years. 
That one supreme victory is requisite to give 
it knighthood, and Cleveland stands just there. 
‘ Where Cleveland Stands, 

Unlike these Bourbons who are talking 
about not voting for a Republican of 1880, 
Cleveland threw himself upon the Republican 
press, and, instead of crying I am a Demo- 
erat, he said: 

** Most of my life has been passed reprov- 
ing Democrats. I vetoed their corrupt bills 
in the Buffalo Councils; I welcomed new 
ideas, I thought civil-service retorm was good 
Democracy, and believed that the purer we 
could make the ballut the better chance we 
would have against wealth, prestige, and 
prejudice.”’ 

He reached the Presidency, and every day 
for four years had a grand advertisement, 
like the rising of the sun. An undomestic 
creature before, he took like Boaz his ward to 
wife, and maidenhood and beauty set all the 
young women to smiling. It became fashion- 
able in the Democratic party to marry. Since 
he has gone out of office he has proved that a 
baby in the house 18 a wellspring of pleasure. 
He has handled himself well in his speeches, 
going dangerously near in too many of them, 
but taking a reef in his epeech for the last 
twelve months. When Harrison went over to 
New York on the centennial occasion, and 
trusted to saying something’ on his legs with- 
aut forethought, Cleveland was ready for him 
with a magnificent passage from the old ser- 
mons, and for twelve months after that the 
name of Harrison was never mentioned in 
the New York Normal School. 

The appearance of Grover in the ring re- 
minds me of a bull fight I saw ohly six weeks 
ago in Spain; the gate openea, and furious 
from the thrust of a lance by a concealed cow- 
ard in the gateway, a bull entered the arena 
tail out, eyes wild, and looking down the 
stretch he saw half a dozen matadors and 
started for them. Every mother’s son of 
them went over the paling: till the bull had 
spent his strength by rushing around the 
arena looking for that man who stuck him in 
the shoulder with a barb. 

Dare Not Fight Openly.’ 

They are waiting now for Cleveland to gpend 
his strength on tne first ballot. They are 
standing near the fence, and have taken the 
precaution of nailing a strip along the said 
fence to facilitate the escape of their hinder 
parts over the top. Over behind the fence 
they are remarking: ‘* When you get a little 
blown we propose to finish you up.“ And it 
may be that presently we shall see two or 
three matadors tackle the bull, They must 
act quickly and in concert, however, or 
there will be some ribs broken. 

Mr. Gorman and Mr, Hill have a decided ro- 
semblance to each other. Each has com- 
menced at the bottom round of politics and 
has worked up a system effective enough at 
last ‘to control the State conventions and 
make delegations and Electoral tickets and 
force the unit rule. Each has reached the 
United States Senate; each has had help from 
Republicans. The Union men in Maryland, 
who despise the Bourbons and Conservatives, 
prefer Gorman to the stupid respectabilities 
who have learned and forgotten nothing in 


' thirty-three years. The liquor iuterest in New 


York, which aforetime was more than half 
Republican and has plenty of Repablicans yet 
in it, sustains Hill as a reliable man against 


the fanatics, It is a singular fact that just 


now Hill and Boies fit right into the latest 
mutiny in the Republican party, the Lutheran 
question, the beer question, the Sunday ques- 
tion, the World’s Fair Sunday question, the 
issue of individual liberty as against public 
opinion. Those questions in Wisconsin, IIIi- 
nois, and even in Ohio are eminently current. 
Hill got hold of the safest question in politics 
when he declared against the sumptuary 
laws. Individual breweries in New York 
have since been sold for $10,000,000, No 
political fund to equal this is known in our 
politics, 
Power of the Liquor Interest. 

The great breweries and their saloons under 
the system of the present day, with the 
brewer bossing his customers, constitute the 
most formidable organization ever made to 
hand. New York once went for the prohibi- 
tory liquor law, and its veto by Seymour kept 
him in everlasting remembrance by the liquor 
interest, so that fifteen years afterward he 
received the Presidential nomination in the 
City of New York and in Tammany Hall. 
The liquor interest in Boston was long used by 
the Republicans until Gov. Russell in the 
straits of his last campaign threatened to 
exterminate it unless it came out from its 
bondage. In lowa prohibition has had a long 
trial, and though it there meets the material 
intérests of the infinitude of farmers who 
wish to consekve their labor in sobriety, the 
ever rising tide of the foreigner is against it, 
the young men care little about it, and even 
the ecclesiastics in some cases sre declaring 
that it leads to hypocrisy, concealment, and 
demoralization. In Kansas, also, which be- 
fore the day of soldier immigration was pro- 
hibition with a knife out, the muttering of 
too much police“ is heard. 

Mr. Boies would never have been known 
eastward but for his identification with this 
question. No country on earth has ever pre- 
vailed against a human appetite, except where 
religion wrote its Bible and menaced with 
death the imbiber. I was in Morocco the 
other day, where nobody can read, and there 
nobody but the dogs of Christians ever 
thinks of drinking. The highest form of in- 
toxication the Berber attempts 1s Sherbet, so 
strongly suggestive of the American drug 
store. Nobody gets drunk, all believe there 
is no law, and nobody reads. P:eaching goes 
on every day. In the two mosques of Tan- 
gier a man comes out at stated hours and 
issues the challenge that there is no God but 
God as Mahomet spells him. The women sub- 
mit to have only half souls, and are privileged 
never to go to church, and they are morally 
confideat that their sons will never be drunk- 
ards. 

Woes of a Sober Country. 

Some other episodes there do not sound 
like temperance. The Emperor of Morocco 
comes to Tangier with eighty wives and 12,- 
000 soldiers. Smuggling is the principal 
crime, and the way they kill the smuggler is to 
hire a man not afraid to do his own hanging 
and he throws the culprit down and cuts his 
throat with a dull knife. But there is not the 
least occasion for passing any prohibitory law 
in Morocco. The Koran settled all that long 
ago. It provided that the faithful must drink 
nothing inside but water and must wash out- 
side as often as the cock crows, whereupon 
the Christians in Spain, who hate the Moors, 
have resolved never to wash at ail, which is 
thought to be the cause of the annual inunda- 
tion in Andalusia, Providence remarking, 
If these people do not wash they will perish.“ 

The application of all this to the Hill-Boies 

matter is that with secuiarity for a shibbo- 
leth each man is in the rising majority in his 
State. Boies, who came from New. York 
to Iowa from Cleveland’s owa region about 


land because he was until recently a Repub- 
lican. That is one secret of his strength. 
Hill, never having been a Republican, has a 
minor standing in the ultra tribunals. 

The Cleveland men, knowing their major- 
ity, are disposed to use little scruple in ac- 
complishing their ends. I beard a Cleveland 
man from California say yesterday to a New 
York man, neither of them delegates, but 
both influential: ‘** By God, we want Harri- 
son tactics here! Every man who has made 
his promise must be marked if he flinches. 
We want the nomination -made on the first 
ballot.” 

Where Ohio Stands. 


A State to put in a late appearance asa 
disorganizer is Ohio. This large State, with 
an unpledged delegation, strenguhens the 
hopes of the anti-Clevelanders that it can be 
relied upon for some other candidate. But it 
has not a candidate of its own, for either first 
or second place. In the delegations of several 
other States are men who would like to have 
a new quantity to run with, f he be safe, and 
to have a Western man. This feeling extends 
to Michigan, it is said; possibly to Wiscon- 
sin, and undoubtedly to Minnesota. In the 
present stage of the money question those ele- 
ments which have tended toward a freer cur- 
rency believe that any Western man is better 
than an Eastern one. If it besaid that the 
silver question is now more consequential 
East than the tariff question, the answer is 
made that no Eastern State is expected to go 
Democratic buf New Jersey and possibly New 
York and Connecticut, as before, and that in 
Electoral vote polling the center of equilib- 
rium is farther and farther West. 

With all the talk, however, about a closer 
union between the South and West, it seems 
manifest that New York has more influence 
in the South than all the West. The Cleve- 
land men for several days have been banking 
upon the statement that IIlinois was tied up for 
Cleveland. This is the result of the cut-throat 
policy among the IIlinois leaders, which has 
been going on more than thirty years, and 
Cleveland’s celebrity in a metropolitan place 
like Chicago. Had Illinois produced some poli- 
tician with the blended abilities and genial- 
ities of Lincoln, he might now be riding to 
his triumph over the New York Seward, in 
this second wigwam by Take Michigan. 
Dissipating their influence on small endeavors 
and contentions, the Northwest has no great 
man in reserve on the Democratic side, unless 
he be Gov. Boiesi 

It is still too early to affirm that Cleveland 
will be the nominee. There may be a warm 
gulf stream underneath the surface which will 
veer from this minor candidate and that 
and finally reach a piace of concentration. 

Effect of the Force Bill. 0

INDIANA IS SPLIT UP. 


THERE IS DISCORD AMONG THE 
HOOSIER DELEGATES. 


They Do Not Kue Whether They will 
Present the Name of Gov. Gray or Not 
—Senator Voorhees Is of the Opinion 
They Should and Will Make the Nomi- 
nating Speech if He Is Allowed—Editor 
Morss, However, Opines That He Will 


Not Get the Chance. 

Senator Daniel W. Voorhees, the * Tall 
Sycamore of the Wabash,” may present the 
name of Isaac P. Gray, Indiana’s favorite 
son, before the convention, The Senator ar- 
rived at the Auditorium yesterday. He has 
parted with the long familiar chin whiskers 
he wore so long, and, with a drooping mus- 
tache, he looks younger than he did ten years 
ago. He was accompanied by John E. Lamb 
of Terre Haute, ex-Congressman and delegate 
from the Eighth Indiana District. 

„It certainly appcars to me, said Senator 
Voorhees, that Mr. Gray’s name should be 
presented to the convention, and if my fellow 
delegates so will it I shall regard it as a plea- 
sure to nominate him. I construe the resolu- 
tion passed at the last State convention in 


to make a good report upon the condition of 
affairs. A number of Indiana men called on 
the Senator and discussed the situation with 
him. His presence did not tend, r, to 
bridge over the wide chasm now ekisting in 
the Indiana delegation. A settlement may be 
arrived at the conference to be held this after- 
noon, but at present it will be hard to find out 
how the Indiana del4gation does stand, 
80 various are the interpretations put upon 
the resolutions adopted at the State conven- 
tion.

“Life of Joshua R. Giddings,” by George 
W. Julian. 

It was a useful and an honorable part which 
Giddings bore in the anti-slavery struggie. 
Entering Congress in 1838 as Representative 
from the Ashtabula district of Ohio, ‘he re- 
mained for twenty years the champion of free 
speech and the expounder of the text, Free- 
dom national, slavery sectional,“ that became 
so effective a weapon in Sumner’s hands, 
Tue starting point and fundamental idea of his 
exposition was that slavery is the concern of the 
States in which exists, with which the Federal 
Government has no constitutional right to inter- 
fere in any way. This was no new doctrine, for it 
had been held * the people of all pe for half 
a century. It was not a sectional doctrine, for 
both the North and South had espoused it; and 
it was not an anti-slavery doctrine. because the 
slavoholding States affirmed it. Giddings laid 
hold of this principle as the basis and complete 
justification of his warfare against slavery,and he 
proposed to hold the slaveholding States to the 
strict logie of their own position. If the 
Federal Government had no constitutional 
richt to abolish slavery it had no constitutional 
right to support it. Ifthe people of the slave- 
bol States had the right to be perfectly ex- 
empt from Federal interference with their 

sculiar institution, the people of the non-slave- 

olding States bard the right to be entirely ex- 
empt from the guilt and expense of its support 
through Federal agency. Planting himself upon 
the Declaration of Independence, and the clause 
in the amble of the Constitution which de- 
clares t one of the purpose: for which it was 
ordained was to secure the blessings of liberty.“ 
Giddings summoned the people of ail parties to 
the work of administering the government in ac- 
cordauce with the principle on which they pro- 
fessedto be agreed. Slavery was to have its 
md of flesh, but not one drop of blood. 

Adding foresaw the victory of the free States, 
and that it would be final aud decisive. He saw 
clearly that slavery could only maintain its as- 
cendency and prolong its life by usurpation, as it 
had done in the past; and that without infring- 
ing any of its constitutional rights, and by strictly 
constitutional methods, this usurpation could be 
arrested. Time has amply vindicated his 
sagacity; and if any man can — be singled 
out as the father of the Republican party, it is 
he. . .. “To Giddings,” says on Holst, 
„ more than to any other person, belongs the 
credit of write. 5 with full consciousness, made 
this urineiple the constitutional basis of his en- 
tire warfare with the slaveocracy, and of having 
applied it, with a consistency never before at- 
tained, to all questions to which it was perti- 
nent. 

Giddings was thoroughly practical in his 
methods. Strictly speaking. it was a deten- 
sive warfare that he waged. He was the watch. 
dog of the Constitution against the aggressions 
of the slaveholders. Every such attack af- 
forded him the opportunity he sought. He 
—— each case on its merits and with cal- 
culated persistency reiterated his characteris- 
tic doctrines until they became familiar to the 

ublie mind. Followers arose, a party was 

ormed, and the precepts which he had incul- 

cated were made a political raliying-cry. The 

leader delivered his banner to others, by 
whom it was bravely borne to victory.“ 

At the firat nominating convention of the 
Republican party Giddings was chosen a 
member of the Committee on Resolutions and 
his views were embodied m the platform. 
But at the Chicago convention of 1860 the 
amendment offered by Giddings reaifirming 
the principles of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence was défeated by the more conservative 
members. Giddings was leaving the hail in 
sore disappointment when Curtis begged hin 
to remain, promising to reintrodyce the amend- 
ment, Aftera glowing speech from Curtis 
“the amendinent was unanimously adopted, 
and Giddings returned to his seat, while 10,- 
000 voices swelied into a roar so deafening 
that for several minutes every effort to restore 
order was in vain.“ Mr. Halstead; who was 

resent, says: It was a great scene, and as 

think of it every feature of it comes vividly 
before me. I had often seen Mr. Giddings in 
Congress, but never saw him where his figure 
appeared so stately ana his snowy head 80 
lofty as on this occasion; and the play of 
emotions in his face, visible to the whole con- 
vention, was as frank as a child’s.”’ 

While in Congress Giddings was a frequent 
mark for the threats and insults of the slave- 
holding members, but all attempts at intimi- 
dation were unavailing to silence his fearless 
voice. In 1842 he was formally censured by 
the House without a hearing on the ground of 
his action in the Creole case. This iil- 
ad vised ing served only to strengthen 
the position of the censured member. Gid- 
dings resigned his seat, was reélected by a 
great majority, and went back to Washington 
in triumph. At this period Giddings was a 
Whig, and in his Pacificus” essays he ex- 
horted the opponents of slavery to rally around 
the banner of his party. This was a mistake, 
and he himself acknowledged it a few years 
later, when that party perished in the shameful 
effort to outdo its rival in the abjectness of ita 
servility to the South. A party was needed 
which would marshal the intelligence and the 
conscience of the country on that single ques- 
tion’: but the formation of such a party was 
not the work of a day, nor had the time then 
come for the attempt. 

Mr. Julian, who was himself a leader in the 
anti-slavery struggle, has confined himseif 
closely to the facts of the public life of his 
hero. Of Giddings as an individual we learn 
but little. The growth and formation of his 
character and opinions have not been made the 
subject of analysis. The final touches have not 
been added to the portrait. Mr. Julian pockets 
his dignity long enough to tell us that Giddings 
liked to play basebail, and always allowed 
his dug to follow him to church; but his rec- 
ord of personal traits 1s undoubtedly far from 
complete. To the character of Gidd 
statesman, however, he has done full justice. 
That character and its influence were thus de- 
scribed in the Atlantic Monthly, then edited 
by James Russell Lowell: He has won for 
himself an honorable and enduring place in 
the hearts and memories of men by the fidel- 
ity to principle and tne unfaltering cour 
of his public course. Among the ignoble 
hundreds who have flitted through the Capitol 
since he first took his place there—‘ Heads 
without name, no more remembered ’—his 
is one of the two or three that are household 
words on the lips of the Nation. And it will

For ourselves, let us add, we find more com- 
fort in Arnold than in almost any other poet, 
just because he makes no attempt to console 
us with optimistic fancies. but looks the facts 
in the face and is not utterly cast down. 
Reading Arnold in a mood of depression is 
like the proverbial homeopathic reinedy of 
“the hair of the 1 that bit you. 

There is nothing formal or academic about 
Mr. Birrell's criticism. His is the natural 
eclecticism of a man of the wor!d, who shrugs 
a humecrous shoulder at the “falsehood of ex- 
tremes.“ whether in matters of taste or matters 
of philosophy. Res Judicatæ,“ in short, is 
a gentlemanly book. Charles 
Scritbner’s Sons.

Mes. Elisabeth Cavazza, the author of 
Don Finimondone, is a native and resident 
of Portland, Me., who early became interested 
in Italian life and letters.

M&S. GREENE WANTS PROPERTY 
SULD WHEN SHE WAS INSANE, 


The Phenix Mutual Lite Insurance Com- 


pany of Hartford, to Which a Trust 
Deed Was Executed as Security for a 
Loan, Claims That the Sale Was Reg- 
ular—The Prosecution, However, Main- 
tain# That at the Time She Was, in the 
Judgement of Civil Law, Dead, 
Judge Horton has on hearing the novel suit 
of Mrs, Mary J. Greene against the Phoenix 
Mutual Life Insurance company, Aaron C. 
Goodman, Lemuel Baldwin, and Ptolmy E. 
Hosmer to set aside a sale of property on 


West Madison street worth $25,000. In 1875: 


Mrs. Greene and her husband, Richard T. 
Greene, executed a trust deed on the premises 
for a loan of $5,500 from the Phoenix Mutual 
Life Insurance company of Hartford. Being 
jn ill-health she left the property in charge of 
the agents of the insurance company, she 
claims, to collect the rents and apply them to 
the interest on the loan and pay the balance 
to her. At that time, she alleges, the prem- 
ises were worth $12,000. In May, 1877, Mrs. 
Greene was adjudged insane and committed 
to the asylum at Elgin. While so confined 
the property was sold under foreclosure pro- 
ceedings for the amount loaned to Goodman, 
who is said to have been an agent for the com- 
pany. Subsequently conveyances were made 
to Baldwin and Hosmer, the latter paying 
$11,000, 

For Mrs. Greene it is now contended that 
at the time of the sale she was laboring under 
the disability of insanity: that she was, in 
judgment of civil law, dead and imeapabie of 
acting for herself; that the price secured for 
the bond was grossly inadequate, and that 
after recovering from her disability she 
learned ot the sale and immediately begun 
suit. The company mamtains that the sale 
was regular; that the property brought all it 
was worth, and that corhplainant was barred 
by laches from recovery. Considerable evi- 
dence has been taken on both sides as to the 
sanity of Mrs. Greene at the time of the sale, 
Dr. S. V. Clevenger. the expert on nervous 
and mental diseases, was called as a witness, 
but before any evidence was heard the court 
adjourned tne hearing until after the Lake- 
Front case if dispnsed of. 


Adjourns Till Next October. 

‘The United States Court of Appeals adjourned 
yesterday to meet the first Saturday before the 
first Monday in October next. Several minor 
cases were decided. In the case of the Union 
Stock-Yards Transit company against the West- 
ern Land and Cattle company a motion to dismiss 
the appeal from the lower court was overruled. 
The motion was made on the claim that when the 
judgment of the court below was rendered the 
act creating the Court of Appeals was not in 
force. In the case of Jordon against Hardin the 
judgment of the court below in overruling a mo- 
tion for a new trial was reversed. The suit was a 
condemnation to acquire rights on Wolf Lake.

Ir is strange that the newspaper men in de- 
bing the tornado persist in calling it a 
lone.

TRYING TO DATE —ů BOIES’ CONVER- 

ON. 

Tue Tusten printed the other day a Des 
Moines dispatch showing that Gov. Boies, who 
is one of the apostate Republican candidates 
for the Democratic Presidential nomination, 
had been a warm supporter of Mr. Blaine in 
1984.” His new “friends,” who are here man- 
aging his alleged canvass, see that less than 
eight years’ service as a probationer in the Dem- 
ocratic party is not enough to entitle him to 
the high honor he seeks, and hence they are 
trying to date back his probation certificate a 
year and to show that he turned his coat in 
188. There was a day in the history of the 
Demécratic party when as brief a Bourbon 
record as this would not have sufficed for a 
Presidential candidate. Though no men could 
have given better evidence that he was a 
thorough-going doughface pro-slavery Demo- 
erat than James Buchanan, it used to be 
throwa up at him occasionally by members of 
his party, who had been born in it, that as a 
young man he had been a Federalist. But it 
looks as if the Democrats are so hard up for 
Presidential timber now that they may take a 
stick which has had only a brief seasoning for 
the first place in their edifice. 

It appears from the statements of Mr. Boies’ 
supporters that he left the Republican party 
and went over to the Democrats.in that year 
—1883—when 40,000 Democrats united with a 
larger number of Republicans in casting that 
20,000 majority vote for the prohibitory 
amendment which the Legislature took after- 
wards as a vote of instructions to pass 
a prohihitory law. But while that number 
of Democrats voted by secret ballot for the 
principle of prohibition, and would do it again 
were the question presented, they have voted 
ever since for Democratic candidates who 
were opprsed to the enforcement of that law 
and favored its repeal. While for prohibition 
in theory while screened behind a secret bal- 
lot, they were against it in practice when they 
had to act openly. 

According to Mr. Boies’ friends, he was one 
of those Republicans who could not indorse 
the theory that because the people of one 
county do not want todrink whisky they have 
a right to say that the people of another county, 
who do want to drink it, shall have no liquor. 
He thought that the doctrine that God and 
the home were higher and better than the 
whisky saloon and should bé protected dgainst 
it was a good one for those who held it, but 
that it could not be crammed down the throats 
of the people in those communities where the 
whisky sentiment prevailed that the devil 
and the saloon deserved the highest respect 
and consideration of carnal man. 

The Republican party of Iowa having be- 
come identified with prohibition as a local 
question, and Gov. Boies having no faith in 
that doctrine, he left his own national party 
and went over to the Democrats, because 
while 40,000 of them would cast secret ballots 
for prohibition, all of them would vote for 
candidates who were against prohibition. 

The Governor himself is in favor of high 
license arid local option prohibition. Had the 
bill providing for those things which was 
drafted by a Republican Senator passed the 
Legislature last winter he would shave signed 
it. If part of the Republicans had given that 
measure their support it would have become 
a law. and the only cause of complaint which 
the Governor had in 1883 against his G. O. P. 
would have been done away with. 

Aside from his unwillingness to deprive 
communities of wmsky whena majority of 
the people want that truly Democratic bever- 
age, Gov. Boies’ principles are not such as to 
justify his selection by that organization. He 
was not reared in the free trade. State sov- 
ereignty school of Jefferson, Calhoun, and 
Jeff Davis; but in the national protection 
school of Hamilton, Webster, Clay, and Lin- 
coln. He does not hold the State 
higher than the Nation, and be 
has not publicly accepted the free 
trade doctrines of which Grover Cleveland is 
the leeding exponent in his party. He has not 
announced his desire to deprive American 
workingmen of all protection and force their 
wages down to the low European standard. 
The Democrats of the South, who think that a 
Northern mechanic or farm laborer should 
get no more wages than a black laborer in a 
Southern cotton field or rice or sugar planta- 
tion, would be warranted in looking with dis- 
trust on this man, educated in the doctrines of 
Hamilton, Clay, and Lincoln. 

Of the various Republican renegades who 
are in the field the one from iowa is the fresh- 
est and ought to be the most objectionable. 
Gen. Palmer has always been a State sove-- 
eignty man. Even while he was fighting the 
Southern Democrats in the field he had an 
uneasy feeling that he was in an unconstitu- 
tional business and got out of it at the first 
technical opportunity. He believed that the 
Southern States had a constitutional right to 
secede, as laid down by the fathers of the De- 
mocracy, but he did not think it was 
richt for them to abscond from the 
Union: and leave their Northern allies in 
a helpless, hopeless minority. That seemed 
mean to him after all that the Northern 
doughface. Democrats had done for their 
Southern masters. He wished to get the 
Southern States back chiefly on account of 
their votes ſor the Democratic party. As far 
as the tariff is concerned, there is nothing to

His new associates 
understand and sympathize with his longing 
because “A fellow feeling makes us wondrous 
kind.“ The gentleman from Indiana never 
had any principles to speak of, and is ready 
to adopt a new set any time if his office-seek- 
ing appetite can be gratified thereby. If nec- 
essar} he will be for State sovereignty or free 
trade. Anything to get votes and oftice. 

Neither of the three is satisfactory to the 
old dyed-in-the-wool Bourbons. The Demo- 
erate, who tried once, with disastrous results. 
the policy of dropping their owa born teaders 
and taking up Greeley, ought to let these 
eleventh-hour men alone and take one who 
has toiled from sunrise, bearing the heat and 
burden of the day, one who can say: ‘I was 
born a Democrat, have always been one, and 
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The Democrats of Ohio have profited a little 
by the educational campaign of last fall, 
at the close of which they were laid so flat by 
an adverse majority of over 21,000. In the 
platform of 1891 they came out in favor of 
free coinage of silver. Having been taught 
by bitter experience that the 68-cent dollar 
scheme did not pay, they make no reference 
to it in their financial plank this year, which 
reads as follows: . : 

The Democratic party has always favored the 
use of both gold and silver as money and wished 
to have restored to the people the silver dollar of 
our fathers which a Republican Congress demon- 
etized in 1873, denouncing the Sherman act of 
1890 as false in principle and dangerous in prac- 
tice, and, believing that both gold and silver 
should circulate as money with parity main- 
tained and with @qual rights and equal value, we 
submit to the wisdom of the Democratic party 
about to assemble in National convention to de- 
clare the method by which that end may be 
reached. | 
This differs chiefly from the declaration of 
last year in that the latter could be under- 
stood by every one, white the one printed 
above cannot. Either the men who framed it 
did not know what they were writing about, 
or their object was to string words together 
for the purpose of bewildering and deceiving 
the members of their party. It is worth while 
to analyze briefly this mess of rubbish. 

What did the Democrats do while in power— 
beginning say in the days of Jefferson—to 
favor the use of the silver dollar as money 
or to introduce it into general circulation? 
Parties must be judged by their acts. How 
many silver dollars did the Democratic party 
get into circulation during its long lease of 
power prior to the rebellion war? Between 
1800 and 1860 it coined only 2,301,612. It 
took so little interest in supplying the people 
with those coins that the small amount of 
silver the people had outside of the fractional 
currency consisted of Spanish and Mexican 
dollars, German thalers, and French five- franc 
pieces—none of them legal tender. 

The platform alleges that the Democrats 
wanted the silver dollar which was demon- 
etisged by the act of 1873 restored. If so, 
why did ail the Democrats in Congress either 
vote for that demonetizing law or give it a 
passive support by failing to vote against it? 
Why is that fact suppressed? 

It is alleged that the Sherman law” of 
1890 is false iu principle and dangerous in 
practice.“ The effect of that law is to in- 
creage the quantity of silver in circulation. 
If the Democrats favor the liberal use of sil- 
ver for legal tender money then they should 
be for that law. If they think less silver 
should be used than at present their denuncia- 
tion of the law can be understood. But that 
would iinply that they preferred gold to 
silver. 

The Ohio Democrats say they believe gold 
and silver should circulate as money, with 
parity maintained, Very well; they are cir- 
culating thus under the Sherman law. Why, 
then, denounce a measure which adds yearly 
to the volume of silver in circulation sixteen 
times as much as they added in sixty years, 
and keeps it at par with gold? Is it not the 
fact that their objection to the Sherman law 
is that it does preserve the parity? Is it not 
probable that if they spoke out frankly what 
is on their minds they would say that they did 
not want to see that “ parity ’’ maintained, 
and would like to see the legal tender silver 
sink to its commercial value of 68 per cent, 
in order that there might be acheap cur- 
rency for the dishonest payment of debts and 
depositors? ä 

The Ohio Democrats wind up by saying 
„they want the National convention to devise 
nome method by which the parity of gold and 
silver shall be secured.“ That is meaning 
less, for the parity exists now. If they want 
the convention to tell them how the quantity 
of silver dollars physically in circulation can 
be increased, they ought to understand that 
the convention can do nothing for them. It 
has been proved by long experience that one 
big, heavy, silver dollar per capita, or five 
per man, is all the people want or will carry 
about in their clothes. When more are 
offered they pass them along as fast as 
possible and they lodge in the banks. The 
holders of silver certificates will not pay 
them in at the Treasury and get the bulky 
dollars they call for. But if the convention is 
wise it will ask for a change in the law so that 
the Treasury notes issued for silver bullion 
ean be redeemed with silver bullion at ite 
gold value. Were that done there need be no 
doubts of the ability to preserve the parity of 
gold and siiver, 

This detailed examination of the Ohio plank 
shows clearly that it is a fraudulent produc- 
tion. It was made with intent to deceive by 
people who burnt their fingers last year by 
stating frankly and definitely what they 
wanted and who do not intend to repeat the 
experiment of being truthful. 


PUBLIC DEATH-PITS. 

A terrible condition of things is reported to 
exist in the southwestern portion of Lake 
View. A large area is thickly studded with 
clay-pits that have been abandoned by the 
brick manufacturers, and these holes are be- 
ing filed up with garbage dumped into them 
by the city scavengers. The effect is noisome 
in the extreme. One of these places is so near 
to a schoolhouse that the stench this hot 
weather has made many of the children and 
some of the teachers sick, while some of the 
scholars are stated to be badly soiled with the 
filth in which they have burrowed for finds 
before entering the school. Of course resi- 
dence in that locality is the reverse of desira- 
bie, as it must also be the reverse of healthy. 
In fact the seene is little better than a charnel 
house, and its germs of disease and death 
have been carried not infrequently to houses 
in the neighborhood by those who delve in its 
corruption for treasures which can be disposed 
of at the junk shop. 

It is stated that the contractor has Alder- 
manic authority to deposit the filth there, so 
that the Health Department has no power to 
interfere unless it can show that the work is a 
positive menace to the health of people in the 
neighborhood. That was to, be expected. Of 
course “the contractor is not to blame in 
the absence of other facilities for disposing of 
the rotten material, and it is mentioned as a 

*“savingly conservative measure that he is not 
allowed to use more than three of those ciay- 
pits at one time as receptacles for the poison. 

Why is not this loathsome stuff disposed of at 
garbage crematories? More than one of 
these establishments have been erected in this 
city, and a Hourish of trumpets has told of the 
vast amount of good that was going to be 
done with and through them towards securing 
the best of sanitary conditions for the people 
of Chicago. But not a single pound of gar- 
bage is now got rid of through those agencies! 
The one erected'by the city was butned, and 
before another could be erected in its place 
citizens who lived in the neighborhood pro- 
cured an injunction against it. There the 
matter dropped, with a remark to the effect 
that it cost too much to operate. But surely 
the crematory could not be so greata nui- 
sance as the duinping ground, and there is an 
equal choice of locaton for one as for the 

other. The matter of cost is for fuel, not for 
labor. It does not require much human effort 
to gonduct the process.

give little chance for the employment of ad 


lot of the henchtnen who surround the average 
city father and demand all that can be raked 
together to pay them wages for bumming 
around the streets and saloons and even worse 
places, in return for which aid they support 
their patron at election time. Agreat many of 
these fellows could be better spared than not, 
apart from the question of pay for alleged 
service, as they are an element of the worst 
kind of corruption. The discharge of only a 
hundred of them would furnish all the money 
required for the building of garbage cre- 
matories in less objectionable places, if. the 
site previously chosen was faulty in respect to 
location, and pay for all the fuel required to 
properly dispose of the filth which now 
threatens the city with the pestilence that 
stalketh abruad at noonday. The transporta- 
tion service would cost no more in one case 
than in the other. It would be just as easy to 
dump the vile stuff into a crematory as into an 
abandoned eiay pit, and more of it could be 
got rid of in the former way 1f the scavengers 
were properly looked after to see that they 
perform the duty for which they now draw 
pay. There should be a grand shaking up in 
this matter. The association of women which 
has undertaken to look after the disposal of 
waste ought to take hold of it and insist on a 
radical reform. The demand would be 
backed by all well-disposed citizens. 


THE DRAINAGE ABSURDITY. 

It is stated as probable that the joint eom- 
mittee will today recommend the adoption of 
route No. 2 for the main drainage channel to 
be cut through rock between Willow Springs 
and Joliet for fourteen miles. The lowest 
bids for work on that route amount to about 
$10,700,000, or nearly eleven millions, and to 
this must be added at least another couple of 
millions for the cost of condemning the right 
of way, engineering expenses, and supervision 
of the work, besides the million of dollars 
which it would cost in any event to carry the 
water down the tailrace from Lockport to 
Johet, or fourteen millions for the fourteen 
miles. These are the best terms the board 
can obtain for a channel 160 feet wide at the 
bottom, with 18 feet of water depth and a 
descent of five inches to the mile, which is ex- 
pected to discharge 600,000 cubic feet per 
minute, with a maximum velocity of three 
miles per hour. 

A channel 100 feet wide at the bottom, with 
the required bank slope and a water depth of 
14 feet and a maximum velocity of three miles 
per hour, would discharge fully 300,000 cubic 
feet per minute. Its cost would be scarcely 
half that of the big channel, seeing that the 
quantity of material to be excavated is only 
half as much. The length of rock work 
to be cut must be fully three miles less with 
the shallower channel than with the deep one, 
so that a larger proportion of the excavation 
could be made in clay and gravel and there- 
fore performed by dredging. Besides, it 
would not be necessary to condemn so much 
land for right of way because of the smaller 
quantity of material to be piled up on the 
bank, and the cost of handling the average 
cubic yard of that material would also be 
decreased by the fact that it would not need 
to be removed to so great a distance from the 
channel nor lifted so high before dumping. 
Taking ali these items into the account the 
cost of the smaller channel would certainly 
not exceed half that of the large one proposed. 

And with that discharge of 300,000 cubic feet 
per minute we should have a great river of 
water carrying away all the sewage of the 
city in a stream which would not be offensive 
either to sight or xmell nor objectionable in a 
sanitary aspect to the most critical. The 
dilution would be amply sufficient. And if 
at any time in the future a bigger channel 
should be needed by an increase of population, 
and it were practicable to obtain more water 
from the lake, the required enlargement 
could be made, as has been pointed out by 
Mr. Artingstall, the former Engineer of the 
Drainage Board. He showed, too, that a 
channel of this smaller size would do all the 
drainage work that is necessary. 

Yet the members of the Drainage Board 
propose to waste years of time and millions 
of money, when they have none of either to 
spare, in making a.600,000 foot channel for 
300,000 feet of procurable water, because they 
choose to interpret the law as demanding it, 
as if the amendment of that law were as 
irreversible and unamendable as the laws of 
the Medes and Persians were once said to be, 
They talk and propose to act as if they 
thought that after demonstrating 300,000 feet 
per minute to be sufffeient and all that could 
be procured from the lake they could not go 
to the Legislature and obtain any reasonable 
modifications that might be deemed neces- 
sary. They talk as if totally unaware of the 
well ascertained fact that, supposing they 

carry out this needless waste of time and 
money in excavating a channel of double the 
required capacity, the double quantity of 
water could not be got through the Chicago 
River to put into it. Their latest absurd sug- 
gestion is for a covered conduit on the line of 
Sixteenth street, which with the proposed 
velocity and a depth of sixteen feet would re- 
quire to be 160 feet wide. The expense of ac- 
quiring the costly building lots needed for this 
scheme and of covering up the waterway 
would be so enormous that it must be con- 
sidered as wildly visionary, especially as such 
canal would be of no earthly value without 
acorresponding widening and deepening of 
the South Branch all te way southwest of 
Sixteenth street in order to make it carry 
the 600,000 cubic feet of flow. The land con- 
demnation alone would involve such a vast ex- 
penditure in this case thatthe plan may be 
denounced as utterly impracticable. 


— — — 
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IF NOT CLEVELAND, THEN MORRISON. 

The logical Democratic candidate is Cleve- 
land. Heis the man whom the great major- 
ity of the members of the party want be- 
cause he represents most truly and unequivo- 
cally its free-trade principle, its doctrine of 
hostility to American and friendship for for- 
eign labor. He has the stamp of English ap- 
proval on him. But if he is to be passed by 
on account of the faction fight in New York 
and the hostility of Tammany, then, among 
all the men who have been mentioned as pos- 
sibilities, Col. William R. Morrison of IIli- 
nois ought to be the favored one. 

There is not and there never has been any 
doubt as to his position on the tariff. He 
was making war on it before Cleveland had 
learned there was such a thing. He has at- 
tacked it horizontally, vertically, laterally, 
and in every other way known to man. Early 
in his life he took an oath of undying hostil- 
tty to protection, and he has never broken it 
in word or thought. If he were President he 
would count that day lost which did not wit- 
ness some effort on his part to put the Amer- 
ican workingman on the same plane with the 
English and European laborer. He is sound 
on that great question.

ITALIANS NABBED AT JACKSON PARK, 


Thirty-two Staff-Makers Arrested for Giv- 
ing Trouble to the Police. 


of thousands of hammers which are driving 
nails and riveting bolts. But at 2 o’ciock p. m. 
there was an altogether different state of af- 
tairs. A riot alarm was turned in at police 
headquarters, and immediately there was a 
great skurrying among the 250 policemen, and 
the patrol wagon with clanging alarm was 
bounding towards the south end of the park. 
When it reached the scene of the disturbance 
thirty-five staffmakers were found engaged in 
an altercation with two officers, and the work- 
men were put under arrest and subsequently 
carted to the Hyde Park Police Station. This 
is the first instance of a wholesale arrest on 
the Exposition grounds. 

Early in the afternoon Officers Selle and 
Whittaker say they found two Itallans smok- 
ing in a box-car.

TROUBLED BY A CUNNING FORGER, 


More Alleged World’s Fair Paper Comes 


Up for Protest. 

World’s Fair people would like to catch the 
man who is travel'ng through Western States 
forging letters of credit on the Exposition and 
getting drafts cashed drawn on the Depart- 
ment of Publicity and Promotion. A few 
days ago a draft signed by H. E. Welch” 
was protested by Treasurer Seeberger and 
yesterday he received another one from me 
Cashier of the San Gabriel Valley Bank of 
Pasadena, Cal. The bank had been swindled 
out of $150; There was another draft for 360 
which had been also cashed by the bank. The 
man who signed these dratts gave his name as 
„Downs.“ He is believed to be Welch.” 

But the Exposition company is not the only 
sufferer by presumably the same swindler. 
The World’s Columbian Ezaposition Iilus- 
trated has had more than half a dozen drafts 
drawn on it of a similar character to those 
forged against the Exposition 14 1 
In fact, the name of a publisher of the illus- 
trated 21 and Maj. Handy of the Depart- 
ment of Publicity and Promotion have been 
ingeniously combined so as to make 
the forger a representative apparently 
of either one or both of the enterprises. Mr. 
Campbell, the publisher, has hiinself used 
considerable money in an effort to discover 
the swindler, but has thus far been unable to 
do 80. 


ONE WEEK AT THE FAIR GROUNDS. 


A Resume of the Important Events of the 
Last Seven Days. 
A brief summary of the events of the week

R. Beal, the woman assistant of the Virginia 
World’s Fair Association, had develoved the idea 
of reproducing Washington's home at Mount 
Vernon and of using the duplicate as part of the 
Virginia exhibit atthe Fair. Mrs. Beal has re- 
ceived every encouragement to carry out her 
plan, and already duplicates of much of the fur- 
niture have been made and in some instances an 
original piece secured. 

Monday it was announced that among other 
things Pope Leo would send to the World's Fair 
geographical maps still existing in the Borgeoin 
Museum and in the college of the Propaganda. 
One of the maps is drawn on parchment and has 
a line indicating the division said to be drawn by 
Alexander VI. in order to prevent war between 
Portugal and Spain. Another great map is the 
Ribero, one made in the year 1529, which repre- 
sents the whole of the known world, including

Terhune Indulges Her Love for Flow- 
ers and Chickens to Her Heart's Con- 
tent at This Fine Old Place. 

Ramapo Lake, the widening of the river 
bearing that name, is almost surrounded by 
wooded hills, and on one of these gradual 
slopes nestles Sunny Bank, the country home 
of Marion Harland. 

The house, built twenty-five years age, is 
picturesque and commodious, while in spite of 
additions which have been made from time to 
time it still retains its cozy, cottage-like as- 
pect. The red roof and blended bruwns of the 
walls make a warm spot of color in the green 
landscape. Itis what may be called a ram- 
bling, nooky house, with numerous bay and 
dormer windows and unexpected téte-A-téte 
corners. 

The carriage road winds through a grove at 
the back of the edifice around to the front 
door facmg the lake and the western hills. 
Dutch doors, the lower nalf of solid wood, the 
upper of stained glass, stand open hospitably 
and tempt the visitor into the shaded library, 
stretching the entire width of the house and 
opening upon the back porch by another Dutch 
door. The floor, walls and ceilings are of pol- 
ished wood; a large fireplace is on one side of 
the room; an arch opposite it opens on a 


dainty parlor. . 


At one side of the fireplace a fernery full 
of growing plants fills a bay window, and on 
the other glass doors open on the side piazza. 
The walls at both ends of the apartment are 
lined with book shelves, on which volumes 


dear to the book lover are ranged; rugs lie on | 


the floor, an upright piano furnishes one cor- 
ner, and easy chairs and warm haugings make 
the guests feel that this room isthe heart of 
the house, 

Mrs. Terhune is a lover of old furniture, 
and in her library and parlor stand some in- 
teresting specimens, many of them having 
been in the author’s family for over a hun- 
dred years. An old spinning wheel and three 
chairs, which have celebrated their 150th 
birthdays, and two Chippendale card tables, 


at one time the property of Gen. George 


Washington, command admiration and re- 
spect. 

The Rev. Dr, Terhune, a busy and popular 
Brooklyn clergyman, is not only a fisher of 
men, but understands the art of whipping a 
stream as well, and is an expert sportsman. 
One vf the handsomest ornaments in his house 
is alarge glass case containing specimens of 
the game brought down by his unerring aim. 
The doctor is also fond of riding and driving, 
and he and his saddle horse, of which heseems 
a part, soexcellent is his seat, make many 
trips through the beautiful country surround- 
ing Pompton. . 

The Sunny Bank flowers are lavish in blos- 
som and perfume. Bed after bed full of color 
stretches fragrant lengths around the circular 
drive in front of the house, ana they are all 
planned by Mrs. Terhune, and the contents 
planted, watered, and tended under her per- 
sonal supervision. Her love for flowers is a 
passion and she makes time in her busy life 
toenjoy them. In the winter her piazza is 
inclosed in glass and one portion of it 1s shut 
off from the rert, heated by steam and filled 
with planis. 

Out of doors from the time the first breath 
of spring whispers to the crocuses to peep 
through the cold earth to the day when the 
chill wind shrivels and dries the last chrysan- 
themum, Mrs. Terhune’s plants are a treat to 
eyes and nostrils. Masses of hyacinths, tu- 
lips, narcissi, roses, heliotrope, mignonette, 
and the more gorgeous raniums, coleus, 
and salvias bloom for their mistress as if 
they loved her. Her dining table always has 
flowers upon it, her desk is never without a 
small vase containing sprays of some favorite 
plants, andin the spring and summer jars 


and bowls of blossoms stand in parlor and 


library. 

That Marion Harland has also a very prac- 
tical side to her nature is well known and has 
been abundantiy provea by her “Common 
Sense series. But another evidence of this 
practicality of which the reading world may 
not be cognizant is her success in raising 
chickens. At one side of the Sunny Bank 
stables stand a model chicken house and 
poultry yard, and to these the mistress repairs 
daily to give personal attention to her pets. 
The fowls reward her care, for they flock 
about her delightedly and keep the household 
supplied with fresh eggs. 

On the other side of the lake from Sunny 
Bank stands the sumuier home of Christine 
Terhune Herrick, the daughter of Marion 
Harland. From its broad piazza may be had 
a superb view straight up the Ramapo Valley, 
and beholding it the tourist does not wonder 
why Mrs. Herrick has named her place Out- 
look. 

While Sunny Bank was originally built as a 
summer home the house is now open the year 
around. Dr. and Mrs. Terhune are fond of 
having young beople about them and it would 
be strange indeed if the young people did not 
enjoy visiting this hospitable mansion. Be- 
sides its interior charms there are 
stretches Of woodland, in the cool depths of 
which one may saunter for hours; an idea! 
orchard, hemmed in with willows that bend to 
the water’s edge and larches that stand tall 
and feathery against the sky; boats float in- 
vitingly in the shelter of the boathouse in the 
cove, and hammocks swing under huge trees 
on the lawn. At one side of the house there 
is a belt of curiously twisted forest trees ex- 
tending from the lake far back over the hill. 
These trees were thus bent as saplings in the 
reign of Queen Anne as a dividing line be- 
tween two townships. 

Mrs. Terhune’s study is directly above the 
library and is its counterpart in size and fin- 
ish. Its windows admit air and sun on three 
sides. A very old franklin with brass andirons 
stands here, while book shelves, a large re- 
volving bookcase with an immense desk at 
one end of the apartment and a writ- 
ing table at the other extremity, give a 
decidedly literary aspect to the room. But 
it is also the mother’s room, and a lounge 
with cushions and a reclining chair, besides 
many family portraits, which hang on the 
wall, show the home nook. One cannot enter 
this room without being forcibly struck with 
the evidences of that rare blending of woman- 
liness and strength, of knowledge of the world 
and pure motherliness that make the mistress 
of this delightful home an intelligent helper 
to all who know her, an ideal of all that is 
lovely to her children. | 

Mrs. Terhune’s son, a junior in Columbia, 
and her marrieddaughter and son-in-law, with 
their beautiful little son Fritz, the pet of his 
grandparents, still live at Sunny Bank. The 
men go to the city every morning, returnmg 
in time for dinner at night. This meal dis- 
patched, the honeysuckle-draped piazza, 
facing the west, becomes the rendezvous for 
the family and guests. 

This sunset hour is perhaps the loveliest 
time at Sunny Bank. The robins, orioles, and 
thrushes sing soft vespers in the orchard: 
mountains are bathed in rosy, amber, or vio- 
let light, the lake reflects the radiance of the 
sky, which fades as softly as does the smile 
on the face of achild sinking into slumber: 
the aftergiow for one moment brings back 
the gleam of consciousness to the hills and 
water and then gently dissolves into clear, 
placid moonlight or tender starlight. Even 
at night Sunny Bank is fair.

Miss Maria Morgan, who wag born in Coun- 
ty Cork, Ireland, in 1828, died at Jersey City 
on the Ist of June. | 

Yor the last twenty-two years Miss Morgan 
occupied, if not a leading, at least a conspicu- 
ous, position in New York journalism. It was 
perhaps the peculiar quality of the work 
undertaken by Miss Middy Morgan which at- 
tracted notice. Understanding exactly what 
were her limitations, though an accomplished

woman, speaking French and Italian fluently— 
she selected Sr how special task what she knew 
about most thoroughly, and it was the report- 
ing of the cattle in the New York Stock- Yards. 
No one had a more thorough acquaintance 
with blooded horses, fine-bred stock, or dogs 
with a pedigree than Miss Morgan, and none 
had a more honest love for animal nature than 
this woman. 

While yet in her youth, says Barnet Phil- 
lips in Harper’s Bazar, it was her perfect 
knowledge of horses that gave her an im- 
portant position in Italy. Victor Emmanuel 
depended on her judgment for the selecting 
and purchasing of English and Irish horses, 
and she made many trips to Ireland with the 
end in view of improving the royal Italian 
stables. . 

Coming to the United States in 1869, Miss 
Morgan at once found a place under Mr. 
Henry Raymond and Mr. George Jones on 
the New York 7imes. Inthe service of this 
paper, faithfully performing her duties, she 
remained untiia month ago, when she was 
prostrated by illness: But a few days before 
taking to that bed which she was not to leave 
save in death she was at the office of me New 
York Times, and, though suffering acute pain, 
was stillintent on her work. ‘To the writer 
of this she said, with wonderful heroism, that 
she was positive she was near her end, but 
added that she 
— “to accomplish her duty to the very 
end. 

Miss Morgan was of a tall and commanding 
figure and. possessed singular nobiiity of ex- 
pression. — from excellent stock she 
showed signs of race. Keenly conscientious, 
of exceeding probity, courteous in her man- 
ner, these traits made her many. friends, not 
only in New York, but in the farthest West. 
The herdsman and the man with millions 
knew that when Miss Morgan was present 
they had to do with a well-bred woman. 
She was, above all, endowed with a special 
energy, and was possessed of a stock of en- 
durance which would have put to shame many 
u man. 

It is a familiar figure gone. But the mem- 
ory of a brave and kindiy woman, who was as 
true as steel, who alone and single-handed 
made her mark, cut out her path, and kept 
straight to it, is not likely to be forgotten.

EUROPEAN GALLERIES. 


An American Woman Earns Favorable 
Criticism at the Champs de Mars—What 
Mme. Madeleine Lemaire Is Doing with 
Her Brush—Exquisite Pictures Shown 
in the London Galleries—Artists May 
Conzratulate Themselves Upon the Work 
| They Are Accomplishing in This Field. 
Women have been very much to the fore in 
the various art exhibitions that have been 
held in Europe within the last month. Not 
only have they assisted at the receptions 
and made the rooms gay with pretty costumes, 
but they have contributed pictures that are 
worth looking at, that were well hung, and fa- 
vorably noticed by the critics. 3 

The Paris salons are first in importance, 
and it is extremely gratifying to find women 
artists holding good positions uot only in the 
Palace of the Champs Elysées but in the 
pavilion of the Champs de Mars as well, al- 
though in the second salon the number of 
exhibiters is much smaller and not more than 
one-seventh of them are women. 

The pictures by women that were hung in 
the first salon have been already pretty thor- 
oughly discussed, but those in the Champs de 
Mars have been as yet not much talked about. 

By many critics Miss Elizabeth Nourse, an 
American girl, is given place in the foremost 
rank of women artists. Her three pictures 
are remarkable for aceuracy of drawing, har- 
mony of coloring, and for general treatment. 
Her children, the little girl in the Toilette 
du Matin and the baby seated in its high 
chair at the table in Le Repas de Famille,” 
dre exquisitely painted and c ing in their 
homely simplicity. There is some analogy 
between the works of Miss Nourse and the 
late Mme. Delance Feurgard, the last of 

hose pictures, a child eati its gonté of 
cherries, hangs on the walls of the Salon. 


Mme. Madeleine Lemaire’s contrioutions 
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are important and particularly interesting, in- 
asmuch as they are specimens of the different 
styles of the artist. Le Char des Fées”’ is 
an allegorical subject. The fairy chariot, 
drawn by griffins, is mounted Ly four life-size 
figures strangely accoutered in spangled satin 
and floating draperies, very gracefuliy 
grouped, but reminding one somewhat too 
forcibly of the last scene in a pantomime. 
The smaller picture, La Chute des Feuilles.“ 
is charming. A slight woman in a black 
gown is leaning against the trunk of a chest- 
nut tree, the goiden leaves of which are fall- 
mg around her, with a stretch of park land 
beyond in ali the glory of autumnal coloring. 

Lemaire proves that 
she is mistress of the art of depicting ripe, 
luscious fruit. The plums are lying in a pur- 
ple heap at the foot of a tree. 

Mlle. Breslau also shows three pictures, 
studies of girls’ heads. ‘* L’Eléve”’ is por- 


‘trayed full face, her golden hair falling over 


her shoulders, her arms resting on the table 
at which she is writing. Mlle. Margnerite 
M., a blonde, is in a profile. A young girl 
carrying heath in a pot and a small child 
against a window, through the closed panes 
of which the sun shines, is entitled “ Fleur 
d' Hiver.“ This artist's work is always bold 
and striking and thoroughly realistic.

THE NEW PHILOSOPHY OF CLOTHES. 


How a Woman's Moods Vary with the Dif- 
ferent Dresses She Wears. 

Walking along the avenues of a large city 
one cannot refrain from remarking that a 
woman’s moods vary with the different 
dresses she wears. It seems that unless a 
certain manner is adopted to match a certain 
dress, the style of the same loses emphasis, 
and may even sink into insignificance. 
Woman perhaps unconsciously recognizes 
this fact, and naturally understands the 
mannerisms she must affect to give expression 
to this or that cost ume, says Grace Heaton in 
Kate Field’s Washington.
